rich men to deduct capital losses, 
when the rest of us who do not trade 
in stocks and other easily-sold articles 
may deduct only our loss in earnings. 


Mr. Mitchell, however, evaded no 


law. 
He merely refused to pay more 


taxes than the law compelled him to 
pay—and anyone who would jail a 
man for that attitude* is under sus- 
picion of being a hypocrite.

maximum fine of $20,000. 


Judge Henry W. ' Goddard " complet- 


ed his instructions to the 12 ' men at 
11:25 a. m., after telling them: 


"A reasonable doubt does not mean 


reluctance to perform an unpleasant 
duty." 


The jurors, among whom arc two 


engineers, a contractor, and an archi- 
tect, were in their consultation room 
less than an hour before they were 
taken out to lunch. On their return 
the door was locked, and no word 
came out during the afternoon as to 
their progress. 


Returns for Instructions 


The jury returned to the courtroom 


at 5:05 p. m. and asked Judge God- 
dard to re-read the portion of his 
charge dealing with Mitchell's par- 
ticipation in a management fund in 
1929. 


The judge read most of the section' 


of the instructions, but was inter- 
rupted by Foreman James K. Camp- 
bell, who said: 
, 


"We think what you've read covers 


the point, your honor. Thank you." 


The jurors then were taken to din- 


ner. 


Mitchell, whose tanned face appear- 


ed tired, remained in the courtroom, 
where he ate a chicken sandwich for 
lunch. 


Charge to Jury 


Judge Goddard in his charge re- 


viewed the allegations against Mit- 
chell: That he made fajfe stock sales 
to his wife and to W. D. Thornton to 
show losses so great that he paid no 
income tax, and that he failed to re- 
port receipt of $666,666.67 from a Na- 
tional City Company management 
fund. 


Of the transaction whereby Mit- 


chell turned over 18,300 shares of Na- 
tional City bank stock to his wife, 
the judge said: 


"The problem for you to decide is 


whether or not that was. a bona fide 
sale. 


"You cannot convict the defendant 


unless you find there w.as an under- 
standing between Mr. Mitchell and 
his wife, or that Mrs. Mitchell was 
merely a nominee and that the stock 
really remained in her husband's pos- 
session. 


"No transfer stamps were affixed to 


the stock. It is for you to decide 
whether the omission was an over- 
sight, as the defendant says, or wheth- 
er it was done deliberately." 


Discusses Defense 


Judge Goddard discussed Mitchell's 


defense that he acted on his attorney's 
advice in the transactions. 


"I wish to advise you," he said, 


"that if a man gives all the, facts to 
an attorney and follows that attor- 
ney's advice in good faith and hon- 
esty, he cannot be convicted, even 
though the advice was wrong. 


"On the other hand, if he set out 


wilfully and delibertely to disobey 
the law and did not fully advise his 
attorney of all the circumstances, he 
cannot excuse himself by saying he 
acted on advice of counsel." 


The judge then turned to Mitchell's 


receipt of $666,666.67 from the man- 
agement fund. 


"If you find that this money was 


a mere loan, which the defendant was 
obligated to pay, then you must find

In order that 
the security holders of certain inter- 
ests going into the. merger should re- 
c'efve; par for par, securities of the new 
corporation in exchange, for their old 
gecufitte»>.i>nd-»» oWtctvtnd adjust the 
values of the/ different interests mak- 
ing up the merger, the merger agree- 
mejjthad to provide for the amount of 
securities that were issued. 


'However, in ultimate result, there 


was ntf write-up, as th* amount'of the 
so-called write-up is not reflected up- 
on the books of the Cities Service com- 
pany, the parent corporation, and is 
eliminated on the1 consolidated basis." 


Reviews Merger 


Barnes, the commission accountant, 


was examined 'by Robert Healy, com- 
mission lawyer. He said the Arkansas 
Natural Gas Corporation is controlled 
by Cities Service and has a manage- 
ment agreement with Henry L. Do- 
herty & Co. 


Barnes said the corporation and its 


subsidiaries produce oil in Arkansas, 
Louisiana, Texas, Kansas, Pennsyl- 
vania, Oklahoma, Illinois, West Vir- 
ginia and Ohio, and that they distrib- 
ute oil products in Texas, Oklahoma, 
Tennessee, Arkansas, Mississippi, Ala- 
bama and Louisiana.' 


"It was formed by a merger of Ar- 


kansas Natural Gas Company, Natural 
Gas and Fuel Corporation, and Indus- 
trial Gas Company," Barnes explained, 
"and subsequently acquired the nat- 
ural gas properties of Southwestern 
Gas and Electric Company and certain 
of the natural gas properties of Em- 
pire Gas and Fuel Company which 
was a part of the original merger 
plan. In early 1929 it acquired the 
majority stock of Little Rock Gas and 
Fuel Company." 


Barnes said a comparison of closing 


financial statements of merging com- 
panies with the opening statement of 
the Arkansas Natural Gas Corpora- 
tion "discloses that the capital assets 
Were written up and the capital lia- 
bilities were increased." 


He said the value of the combined 


assets of the merging companies at the 
time of consolidation were $21,499,146 
while the Arkansas Natural Gas Cor- 
poration entered these assets on its 
books at $27,169,121. Liabilities of the 
merging companies also were report- 
ed to have been Written up in the

But the fourth 
should be milk only. Later he needs 
only three. , 


He needs cooked foods (yes, in sum- 


mer) and plenty of milk. He needs 
cereals twice a day, well-cooked veg- 
etables, celery, spinach, lettuce, beets, 
peas, beans, cabbage, cauliflower, to- 
matoes—the list could go on. For very 
young children make purees (pulps) 
of them When cooked or cut up the 
vegetables finely and make them into 
soup. Not all of these things every 
day, of course, but some of them—a 
variety! He needs milk, some fresh 
meat, never fried, and no thick gravy 
—also eggs, fish or chicken. Some 
plain sweets, fat such as butter, and 
a certain amount of fruit—cooked or 
plain—but ask the doctor about the 
fruit! Whole wheat bread is better 
than too much fine white bread. 


His meals should be regular. His 


bedtime should be seven o'clock every 
night. He should have a nap or rest 
period during the day. He should be 
bathed regularly. He needs fresh air 
day and night and his own bed if 
possible. And if he isn't well, or is 
round-shouldered, a bad color, or has 
no appetite, he needs a doctor.

children in the United States. Most of 
these are too late to "catch." They 
come from rich and poor families, and 
they got their start in the pre-school 
age.

In order that 
the security holders of certain inter- 
ests going into the. merger should re- 
c'efve; par for par, securities of the new 
corporation in exchange, for their old 
gecufitte»>.i>nd-»» oWtctvtnd adjust the 
values of the/ different interests mak- 
ing up the merger, the merger agree- 
mejjthad to provide for the amount of 
securities that were issued. 


'However, in ultimate result, there 


was ntf write-up, as th* amount'of the 
so-called write-up is not reflected up- 
on the books of the Cities Service com- 
pany, the parent corporation, and is 
eliminated on the1 consolidated basis." 


Reviews Merger 


Barnes, the commission accountant, 


was examined 'by Robert Healy, com- 
mission lawyer. He said the Arkansas 
Natural Gas Corporation is controlled 
by Cities Service and has a manage- 
ment agreement with Henry L. Do- 
herty & Co. 


Barnes said the corporation and its 


subsidiaries produce oil in Arkansas, 
Louisiana, Texas, Kansas, Pennsyl- 
vania, Oklahoma, Illinois, West Vir- 
ginia and Ohio, and that they distrib- 
ute oil products in Texas, Oklahoma, 
Tennessee, Arkansas, Mississippi, Ala- 
bama and Louisiana.' 


"It was formed by a merger of Ar- 


kansas Natural Gas Company, Natural 
Gas and Fuel Corporation, and Indus- 
trial Gas Company," Barnes explained, 
"and subsequently acquired the nat- 
ural gas properties of Southwestern 
Gas and Electric Company and certain 
of the natural gas properties of Em- 
pire Gas and Fuel Company which 
was a part of the original merger 
plan. In early 1929 it acquired the 
majority stock of Little Rock Gas and 
Fuel Company." 


Barnes said a comparison of closing 


financial statements of merging com- 
panies with the opening statement of 
the Arkansas Natural Gas Corpora- 
tion "discloses that the capital assets 
Were written up and the capital lia- 
bilities were increased." 


He said the value of the combined 


assets of the merging companies at the 
time of consolidation were $21,499,146 
while the Arkansas Natural Gas Cor- 
poration entered these assets on its 
books at $27,169,121. Liabilities of the 
merging companies also were report- 
ed to have been Written up in the 
merger from $19,295,404 to $24,965,379.

on to say that safety programs were 
proving their effectiveness in the re- 
markable record being established by 
the carriers. Last year 4,747 persons 
were killed by trains, but most of 
them were tresspassers. There were 
only 500 employe-deaths among all 
the railroad workers of the 'nation, 


Last year, the speaker continued, 


there were 29,500 persons killed on the 
highways, although this figure was a 
slight improvement over 1931, when 
automobiles killed 31,000.

Bearden, a. peace officer 25. years, 


was employed by Frazier, he testi- 
fied, in an effort to confirm suspic- 
ions the latter had that his wife was 
untrue to him. > Bearden declared that 
Mrs. Frazier, in an effort to frighten 
Mm, asserted that a Miller county of- 
ficer had offered to "pour hot lead" 
into both him and Frazier if she 
would "put them on the spot some- 
where in the county." This was late 
in the spring of 1931. 


On the other hand, Mrs. Frazier 


testified that soon after she met the 
detective he made her the proposition 
to "plug off" her husband in his gar- 
age if she would share $600 in veter- 
ans' compensation with him. 


She also asserted her husband had 


threatened her, when their divorce 
case came to trial in Bowie county, 
that un}ess she dropped her com- 
plaint and let him have the divorce 
on a cross ..complaint without contest, 
Bearden would "kill her and all her 
family off." 


The two were 
divorced without 


mention of custody of the child. Fra- 
zier, now re-married, recently sought 
possession of his daughter. Mrs, Fra- 
zier Thursday denied all allegations 
of infidelity, and asserted she was 
well prepared, with aid of relatives, 
to give complete care to her daughter. 


The case went to Judge Bacon Fri- 


day morning after final arguments 
were heard. 


Frazier will be remembered as hav- 


ing caused a downtown commotion 
three years ago on Pine street when, 
before a crowd 
of spectators, 
he 


swarmed upon a machine parked at 
the curb and tore loose its connec- 
tions, charging that he had been fol- 
lowing his wife and a suitor, and that 
Ke intended to fix the machine so they 
could not use it to get away in. The 
sequel was the police court for Fra- 
zier and the divorce court for him- 
self and his wife.
